.Small depositc-.s 01 !ii;.'h jrade vrc do 
ot indicate a prof!ta))l<> prosjMjct. Such 
Important factors as transportation 
.m;i1 market price of thr maierial must 
i.i; considered in such a case. .Maps 
and ;,-f;o:ogical contour."? should not Ik- 
neglected by the prospootor, for thoy 
often give him much valuable Inform- 
ation about the district, which other- 
wise he would have to find out for 
himself. 

Once the engineer has reached Ills 
destination he should get ac'iualnted 
with the n<:ighb<jur!ng mines and lenrn 
a.s much iiifonn.allon about the dis- 
trict .as poshible. It is the duty of the 
enginter to provide comfortiable nc- 
commodation for his workmen, stc 
th.-it they are fed properly nnd aro 
«til looked after. The camp .«hould be 
near a water supply and In a place as 
free from black flies as possible. 

The camp Itself must bè kept clean. 
The boundaries of the, land un'Je:- 
prospect should be plainly marked and 
all trails cleared of bush, Slgn« should 
be crocted to aid thç workmen and Ihu 
veins ' lettered. The engineer should 
sui>ervl8e this v/ork and not do It him- 
self. 

Trenching and iitripping should be 
commenced Immediately and In n» 
many places aa the prospector sees 
fit. It Ih the duly of tlio engineer to 
keep an up-to-date record of the dev- 
elopment of the work. If l)e Is not sure 
of the mineral, samples should be sent 
to a minerologlst. fjamplea should not 
lir. taken from a weathered zone. 

During the early part of the work a. 
shaft should, not bo sunk for 11 entails 
unnocossary expense. It Is not good 
prosiH-ctlng; it costs less to keep on 
stripping than to creel a ïliaft. Dia- 
mond drilling has a very definite u.sc 
but It Is doubtful whether It comes In 
the early stases of .prospecting.

Criticize Policy 
Of W.^hurchill 

Lacked Sufficient Knowledge 
Military Organization 

MANY DIFFICULTIES 

Professor Thompson Deliver- 
ed Lecture at Mechanics' 
Institute Last Night 

The (jalllpoli Campaign of 1915 was 
the subject of lecture by Professor 
Robert Thorn p.ton, of McGill last night 
at thu Mechanics' Instltiltc. By means 
ot slides X'rofes.sor Thomiwon endeav- 
ored lo show his audience the plan 
of thi.s campaign and the reason for 
its failure. 

The speaker pointed out the great 
Importance to the allies of gaining 
control of tho DarilcnoHc? ns it wa.s 
llu> only ïo.a-iiassaqe to Constantin- 
ople and aepa rated Kuropo from Asia 
Jliiior. To do this It was nfccss.ary to 
gain pos.sesslon of the Pcnnlns'ula of 
Oallipoll. If this were done supplies 
would bo cut off from Kiissia and at 
Iho .saino timo Russian grain would 
bo tied up. 

The speaker stressed the point thai 
the failure of tho Campaign was due 
mainly to Mr. Winston Churchill. Like 
;i man who did not have sufficient 
knowledge of inilllnry affairs ho lost 
.sight ot many neces.sary things. 11 
was duo to him that a proinaturo at- 
tack was made without tho proper 
authorization. 

Tho troops under the command of 
.SIp Ian lininlllon dlHivlajiOil great 
heroism In tho nild.st of difficulties 
al;uo:<t lii.iurnioiiiila.ble. Tho "'I'cu of 
tho pcnnlnsiila, whci-e tho AllicH tool: 
iiji tbi'ir punition, was lit tho form of 
a hollow basin, surrouiidod tiy slceji 
(•;!l..i ■.\l!i''ii nil orr all .sl^lit or tlie 
Interior fiom tho sea oiitslilc. Ac- 
coidlnfily tho naval forces were not 
n.blo to bo ot any asslstanco to thu 
Infantry. Outside tho basin the Turks, 
hidden in the moorland, 'wore able to 
cause great disaster to the shlpS' Of 
tho Allies \fhlch were in full view. 
In .addition to this tho Allied soldiers 
bud great difficulties to faco when 
bringing supplies and nininunitlon 
through tho narrow passes from thu 
sea. Food and water were both scdrco 
In spito of these disadvantages tho 
men managed to force their way up 
th» peninsula for a consldornblo dis- 
tance,

timo rlpo tor disarmament, .Ihi.H did not 
mean lhat disarmament would tako 
liNir.e.

In his opinion, al" 
iiiuultion lactorlc.i could be done away 
with, whllo a few rlflo manufacturer.t 
would remain to tiiipply the wants of 
Uic occasional hunter. The last wai* 
wa.s cnglneared by the Capitalist class 
for their good only; the .serious de- 
pression which followed niado the up- 
per as well as llio lower class realUe 
that war is futile. This is the reason 
why so many treaties h.avo been 
signed lately, 

Tlicro Is only one way of obtaining 
world peace. This Is to bo accompl- 
ished when all nations realize the 
U'tter use'.essncs of w.ar. This would 
mean great saci'iflces In 'the. way of 
national pride and valuable pos.scs- 
.sions, but Jl.ircus believed that peac; 
and comi>lete disarmament could be 
obtained. 

Bcli.3vlng that universal disarma.-, 
nif-iil is uii'I'-^iriblc at i-rcs;nt, Brod- 
erick, tho second speaker, agreed lhat 
peace w.ts desirable but he was of 
ll'.e opinion that this w.os. not a means 
o: maintaining It. At tho present 
time nailiiii? refuse to disarm be- 
cause they h.rlievo that those who are 
Iifopo.^in.K- iiiicli a, iiii-a^urc ar-'' doiiii; | 
1' for their own good only. The rccoiu 
conferences have accomplished noth- 
ing, .and have only caused one nali^jn 
to mistrust the motives of tha other. 
Tho naval and mllitai->- leaders ot the 
grojil powers met otico but they 
could not come to any agreement due 
to differeiico of opinion. 

'Tho trouble." insisted Broderick 
"Ih that tho nations of the would do 
not want to disarm; thereforo there 
Is no use trying the Idea out until all 
v.-lsli to make such a move in al' 
iilnc.-'relty." Tho unly way at present 
In bring about itho change is by arbl- 
Iraliiui, and this Involves the use of 
foicc; unfortiiiialoly force i.H the 
al.'usp which arbitration is trying to 
dii away with. Already sevcrol tiat- 
lons havo shown that are willing to 
(hsrosard tr.^ntlos. Tho uso ot aéro- 
planes and chciiili'al!, for practical 
puriioHHs cannot bo discontinued, and 
llie.Ho are very valuable forms of am- 
mimlllon. 

'•Nations aro arming and not dls- 
arnilni;", said Uoson, tho third .speak- 
er. "That is a rua.ion why It Is now 
the right time tor nations to disarm." 
Home hcllevo that a means ot doing 
awny with war U to more heavily. 
The true solution for peace is just 
the oppnslto. When a lunn tights, hs 
la fletoiioralcd morally anJ he lose,-' 
much ot his mental vigor. "The next 
war' will be a Freshman- Sophomore 
Contest." There will be a breakdown 
morally, mentally, and physically. It 
will thou bo ,a physical necessity to 
slop oftor this gigantic struggle 
Thmigh It Is Hgrced that the nal oiis 
are not In agreement at pr.)sent. It 
docs not necessarily mean that the 
timo is not ripe. 

Tho generation which witnessed the 
last war is still living, and has foigot- 
liMi what horrors wora eudurod.

I'lioplj havo como to rcalizo that war 
docs not settle disputes, it will be 
much harder to delude people Into 
another war.

The power to think on one's feet 
and the cultivation of a good mem- 
cy are the qualities that m.ake for 
tho sucocs-i of any man or woman, 
according to .\fajor O. W. Stephen, 
who gave an .ofldre.HS on the Sa.ir 
Governing Commission before tho 
Foreign Affairs Club of Toronto 
L'nlvHlty recently. IVefore a largo 
audience, tho late member of the 
Soar Governing Commi.islon and re- 
cently appointed first Canadian Min- 
ister to Japan, told of his unusual ex- 
periences In Che Saar, 

"The .Saar was horn a. child of the 
Treaty of n^ersallles and taken In 
ward by the League of N'àtlons. lU 
government consists of a governine 
commission of member.* nominated by 
tho League, f was appointed to re- 
pres'ent the Kritlsh Kmpire," .said the 
Jfajor. During the short expanse of 
his term of office, which wa.i t.>rmin- 
.atcd by resignation solely, he held tho 
offices of Minister of Fin.ince, Mi.-.is- 
ter of Food, Minister ot Forests, 
jrini.-tcr of the Interior. Pre.'ïldent ot 
the Government and Minister ot 
I'.-.reign Affairs.

Major Stephens* adTice to under- 
graduates was given m a most inter- 
esting manner: "If I had to live my 
student year."5 over again, I would lay 
great emphasis on two things, the cul- 
tivation of a good memory and the 
power of bcin;: able to think on one's 
feet. The qu.alltles in any man or 
any woman that make for success aro 
gold coin In any country under tho 
.«un. There Is no International fron- 
tier that separates true value In man 
or woman from any country." 

One ot many engrossing stories re- 
lated by the speaker had reference to 
tho time when he was President ot 
tho Saar CJovernment. He wished to 
get into contact with the German pop- 
ulace which constituted by far the 
largest section ot tho 760,000 people. 
So he announced his first German 
luncheon to which he Invited thirty- 
two representative people of the Saar 
Forty-eight liours before the d.icu of 
the limchcon, no replies had yet been 
received to the invitations. Tho Presi- 
dent then summoned several of the 
Kut'.'it.s at hlH office demanding of tiicfi 
the reason tor their tardiness. Upon 
receiving an unfavourable rpply, he 
rose and declared: "When' the Presi- 
dent of tho Saar Opvcrniiient Invites 
you to his table. It is a command ' 
TWsty-two guests were present at 
tho luncheon, which broke up In t\u 
finest spirit J that could bo deslroil. 

Thus did this Canadian acquire tho 
admiration and respect of the people 
of tho Saar, and when he announced 
hia retirement, his famous "bowler 
hat" w.as exhibited in tho shop win- 
dows as the "Crown oC tho Saar Val- 
ley.'

A witty student has said that a Straight 
Course in Arts is the Crook'edest Way to Fol- 
■ low the Line of Least Resistance. 

Every student coming to this proud Univer- 
sity should be warned sometime during his 
first year of the thorns that lay in the path 
of those who would avoid hard work, under 
.the nam.e of an Honours Course, by taking a 
Straight B.A. Course. 

What happen.'; i.< that in their third years 
such students find themselves in a variety of 
classes which have little to do with their 
fourth year they find that they must as a rule 
take a still more varied course in order that 
they may fill an exacting time-t«blc. This 
timetable consists of subjects nece.^sary for the 
B.A. Degrep. ?uli,iect> which c>ccur .it conve- 
nient hour?, etc.; .<o that they are forced into 
attending lectures in ; ^vhich they have ab- 
solutely no interest and in -^vhioh they hav,_ no 
hope of gaining what is known as culture. 

In ."uch straights, (if we may be allowed) 
the advised student very often throws' his ef- 
forts and interests into such extra-academic 
channels as are then available. Here, by and 
bye. the Daily has more than once been the 
better for tfiking material -which had been in 
a manner estranged. Thus the student who has 
an interesting course in his final year is' able 
to glean enough from his four years to come 
well up in average of actual gain, even if he 
has not learned such a ar^e proportion strict- 
ly from the efforts of the faculty. 

But the danger of a straight course cannot 
be too strongly ■ stressed. Let the student, who 
fails to qualify for an honours course in, the 
subject which interests him most or from 
t -which be hopes to gain the most, take great 
pains in shoosing his courses. He must pick 
them in advance and have e map of his college, 
career carefully planned, or else he will find 
himself lost on the high seas of disinterest, j 
Many are the strong men who have left the 
University v;ithout a de^rea or who have y<o.} 
a degree in which they could place no faith 
■ an appenda;;e to their names.

During tlin tvar ho -w.as engaged in re- 
search for tho government, lie was 
successful In devclop'ng methods In 
sound ranging by -which InfoniLition 
Kuch .IS "tliij position of tlir T.ig 
Herlli.'i," could be obliiiifil. Hoeoiuly 
ho has .tltendcd a conference on liela 
tind Ctamma rays In tho Cavcndlsii 
I^abornloi-y nt Cambridge.

.'igainst the adoption of the American code. 

There is nothing national about tho Canadian g^me, although the To- 
ronto scntlemen advance that rebuttal to those who adopt American 
rules. In the M.iritlmes. they play Kngllsh rugby almost enllroly; In On- 
tsrlo and Quebec, they play Canadian rii.stby; in wo.storn i.';uri'l;i. tlioy play 
•a form ot Canadian rugby which In its fundamonta'.s résolubles iho-eodo 
ot iho east, the r.iclflc coast teams have not yet niado up their minds 
whether they will play under Canadian or American rules. Xo, my dear 
Shapiro, there is nothing national about our rucrby, no move than there Is 
anything nrttioiial about our literature, as Pi-ote.<isor LcacocU ha.s so ably 
lialnted out In the first nunibor of tho C;inadlan .Mercury. .Vnd Uko Ur. 
Leacocks pessimistic view-, i do not think we will ever have a national 
game of rusby. So much for the Toronto critics. I have flnltered them 
with miich more space than they deserve and 1 iiopo you ,wlll bear with 
aie In the process. 

With the :olvant of American football, and ihe break-up ot the 
C.I.n.F.U. would iiasien its coming, invitation K-aniea with Amrrlcan col- 
;(<se6 wtuld Jieconie a reality. Instead ot farces in the past like tho old 
boys' game, now thankfully discontinued, that awful exhibition with 
'll.M.C> and those future contests with AVcstorn which wo look forward to 
with apprehenilon. McGill could invite some, higli-elass teuiiis for op- 
ponents in tho all-too-shor;' football season ivllli which w-o are fa- 
vo.-ed. The name of McCilll Is held In high repute in tho Unlti;d .Stales, 
tlr-r.ks a good deal to the excellent showlii;; of our hockey ami basketball 
teams, and American colleges would bo o;igcr to come hero and play our 
senior team !n early season games. Harvard, 1 am sure, would much 
rather •l^^ar^tbe^r old friends anjl rivals McOlll, on one ot tho October 
fratiirdayt; tita>) go througii tho motions against some oppone.it such as 
V;!lanov:i, Kmory aivl r'-ruy, Slwa.ih or sonijO other minor Institution. 
Jlcdill s;:ot.:d hâve no difficulty filling tho first three datc.-i in October 
with American teams and I ,can assure you, air, that tor once in our 
jives. -A-o wonld see some rugby.
